We would like to offer a word of .comfort to you both, as your own 
youngster begins his driving career. 


The first thing to understand is that driving is a skill, and that - 
like all skills - it requires much practice. The heads of many 
Driver Education programs at schools advise newly-licensed drivers 
to log hundreds of driving miles under certain controlled conditions. 


Their recommendations, which parallel the recommendations of safety 
experts are these: 1. The youngster should be driving a car that's 
mechanically sound. 2, He should be solo-driving, or driving with 
his parents, not with a carfullof churns. 3. He should be driving 
on little traveled roads, 4, He should be driving in daylight, only 
in fair weather at first. 


Gradually, as handling a car begins to feel natural to him - and 
remember, each car handles differently - you'll want him to drive in 
a variety of situations under your supervision. 


In .your talks with your children, one point you should try to emphasize 
most is this; "The car you are driving is our legal and moral respon- 
sibility," Even if your youngster has saved enough to pay for a road- 
worthy car of his own, that car is still your responsibility, This 
gives you, as parents, indisputable authority to take away driving 
privileges temporarily when you believe they've been forfeited.

Oswald 
Jacoby Was North and one of 
the greatest hand hogs of all 
time sal South. 


This hand was played in the 


early days of contract when 
any suit response to one no- 
trump was a one round force. 
South also hated to have his 
partners jump so Jacoby con- 
tented himself w i t h a two 
heart response although he 
knew that he wanted to be in 
game at least. 


South's jump rebid to three 


no-trump showed at least 17 
points. He played indefinite 
but strong no-trumps. Jacoby 
visualized a heart slam at 
this point but was afraid that 
a jump to the heart slam 
would merely lead to a six 
no-trump c o n t r a c t . So he 


made" a second underbid of 
four hearts. 


Sure enough, the hand hog 


came righl back With four no< 
trump. He had 4-34-3 dis- 
tribution and even though his 
four card suit was the one his 
partner had b e e n bidding, 
South wanted to play the 
hand. 


At this point Jacoby finally 


decided to bid his values and 
jumped to six hearts. South 
bid six no-trump! 


South made a valiant effort 


to make his no-trump sfam. 
He ducked the first club in 
order to "Set up a possible 
squeeze. He won the second 
club and ran hearts. 
East 


chucked a club as soon as 
possible to give West a count 
of that suit. Then East hung 
onto his diamonds while West 
just h e l d whichever black 
cards South did. 


Of course, six hearts Would 


have been a cinch because one 
of Soulh's hearts could have 
been used to ruff that fourth 
diamond.

Explosljji 
Hits Soviet 
Embassy

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A pre- 


dawn blast, apparently caused 
by an explosive device placed 
on A window ledge, damaged 
the Soviet Embassy here todity. 


Police and Soviet officials 


said no one w.is Injured by th« 
5:52 a.m. explosion that shat- 
tered windows in She embassy 
and nearby buildings ami scat- 
tered debris across a wide area. 


Police could not say immedi- 


ately whist type of explosive was 
used. It apparently was detonat- 
ed on the concrete ledge of a 
first-story front window, Th« 
ledge was ripped aw.»y and an 
Iron grating twisted. 


By mid morning, there had 


been no arrests, officials said. 


One Soviet source said, "We 


believe the bomb was thrown" 
— rather than placed on a win- 
dowslll or otherwise attached to 
tlu? bulkllng, 


Investigation was hampered,, 


according to Soviet Informants,, 
because no debris from the 
bomb apparently survived th^ 
blast, Informants also saM that 
no message was left. 
r 


An FBI spokesman said al- 


though Washington police are 
handling tho Investigation, the 
bureau has offered the services 
of Its laboratory anl'ldontlflca* 
tlon facilities and will Investi- 
gate any leads developed out* 
side of Washington. An FBI lab- 
oratory technician was sent to 
the scene at police request. 


An Army lieutenant anrl a 


master sergeant, both wearing 
fatigues, entered the four-story 
stone mid brick building several 
hours nftcr the blast, but would 
not say whether they were dem» 
olltlon experts. 


Police Capt, Francis Coniey 


replied, "1 don't know," when 
,4sk<KLHf hat lype^ of explosive 
was used. '"That's why our lab 
people arc here collating evl< 
dence," he said. 


At m id morning, pollcepermlt- 


tcd newsmen to inspect the win- 
dow whore the blast occurred. 
One newsman said a 
heavy 


wooden desk which apparently 
had bt>«n m«r U»« window was 
damaged, but bluss in bookcases 
against the white-painted .wall 
was not shattered. The only oth- 
er furniture In the room report- 
ers could see was a large leath- 
er chair. The floor was covered 
with debris. 


The embassy, at 1125 16th 


Street NW, Just off Embassy 
Row, Is housed In what once 
was one of Washington's fan- 
ciest town houses. It was built 
in 1010 for Mrs. George M. Pull- 
man, the sleeping car heiress, 
but shf* naval lived In (t. 


The Imperial Russian govern-
